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Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to the applicants' arguments concerning, the Naito reference not teaching an external ion source, 
it is the examiner's view that Naito reference still satisfies applicants' claim. Although the arrangement described is configured for internal 
ionization with an electron beam, the same arrangement could be used for receiving ions from and external ion source with any 
modification. Moreover, the coupling of an external ion source with a FT-ICR mass spectrometer is well known in the art. Therefore, with 
respect to this aspect, the examiner maintains that the application is not patentable over the Naito reference. With respect to applicants' 
arguments concerning the raito being less than 4.25, the examiner maintains that Naito does teach this. The section area of the magnet 
bore (23.75 cm2) to the sectional area of the cell volume (8.55 cm2), each defined in a plane perpendicular to the longitudinal axis is less 
than 4.25 (here 2.78). With respect to the applicants' argument concernng hindsight, the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based 
upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgement on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction 
based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction 
is proper. With respect to applicants' arguments concerning the Meek reference not teaching the use of ion guide means/teaching away, 
the examiner would like to direct the applicants' attention to col. 14 lines 30-45. Here Meek clearly teaches the use of ion guide mean. 
With respect to applicants' arguments concerning there being a substantial/significant gap distance, it is the examiner's view that the 
applicants' have not proved that the deceleration lens is not immediately adjacent to the front of the measurement cell. Therefore the 
examiner maintains the rejection.
